THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee on the Bible Cause have had the subject under 
consideration, and in the absence of any late statistical information, 
can only make a report from former statistics, approximating the 
truth, which we beg leave to submit to the Conference. 

The American Bible Society was instituted in May, 1816, and from 
its origin has been constantly increasing and enlarging. 

In December, 1882, this society had about 2,000 auxiliaries, and 
about 5,000 branch societies in do-operation with it. Its issues for 
the year were 1,524,773 copies. These volumes were distributed in 
almost every portion of the world. The total issues of the society 
then amounted to 40,407,584 copies. TThis includes 12,866 volumes 
in raised letters for the blind.) But in 1883 we find an increase of 
151,459 copies over the past year, and in the total issues of the so- 
ciety over the past year of 1,676,232 copies. And during the past 
year we have no doubt but there was a corresponding or greater in- 
crease of copies issued and distributed. 

We deem it unnecessary to recount the achievements of this noble 
institution, further than to say, that by the united efforts of the friends 
of the American Bible Society, the blessed Bible is finding its way 
in every nook and corner of our heaven-favored land, gladening the 
hearts of thousands bf feeding them on the bread of eternal life. 

The American Bible Society is the enterprise of the Protestant 
world. The united efforts of its multitudes of friends, upon the 
broad, simple and catholic basis upon which this society was founded, 
and has always done its work, calls forth the hearty good will, con- 
fidence, syrnpathy, prayers and help of all who desire its success. 
The Bible has been, by this society alone, translated into over fifty 
different languages, and must be scattered everywhere, or no mis- 
sionary work could be done. As one has remarked, “a missionary 
without the Bible, as well try to cook without fire or heat; as weh 
try to sail a ship without water; as well try to propel an engine 
without steam; as well try to breathe ithout air. We think the 
magnitude of the work and the outlay n*"cessary to be made shouhl 
prompt us as a conference to increased .^ictivity. Therefore, 

Jiesolved, That we will use our eff. rts to promote the interests of 
this great and benevolent institutitm on all our charges.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to submit 
the following report : 

As far as we can gather, both from our own personal observation 
and from the reports of the preachers in charge, we do not hesitate 
to say that the year just closed has been one of great prosperity. 
This declaration is true in whatever light it may be viewed. 

First of all, there can be no doubt that the Church hai had a fresh 
access of the grace of lioerality. The general collections have been 
larger than heretofore ; the salaries of the preachers, though still 
for the most part inadequate, have increased, and an unusual amount 
of money has been contributed for the building of churches and 
parsonage’*. Added to all this, about ten thousand dollars has been 
subscribed to the general centenary fund. We do not mean to say 
that the church has at all measured up to the standard of gospel re- 
quirement, but we do toink that the facts above indicated constitute 
an occasion for gratitude to God. 

In the next place, we are fully satisfied that our pulpit ministra- 
tions have taken on a more spiritual tone than for a long time before. 
Drawn by Prov dential circumstances, our preachers have gone 
back to the old themes of depravity, atonement, repentance, justifi- 
cation by faith and regeneration by the Spirit. This is a token of 
good. It can never be too earnestly stated that the Christian pulpit 
is strictly^ limited in the number and character of its themes. Woe 
unto us when men who protVss to be called of God to that high po- 
sition shall feel themselves at liberty to use it as a platform for airing 
their own crude and imperfect notions on all sorts of topics. What- 
ever power of original thought, whatever reach of scholarly attain- 
ment, whatever force of statement and illustration the preacher may 
possess should be concentraced on the study and proclamation of 
those truths which lie about the very heart of Christianity. To 
follow any other policy is to be guilty both of folly and of sin. 

The same influences that have led to a revival vf doctrinal preach- 
ing have also brought about a remarkable return to the primitive 
usages and institutions of Methodism. Prayer-meetings have been 
multiplied, class-meetings have sprung into new life, and love-feats 
have been held with greater regularity than heretofore. There is 
still, however, a great lack at this point. Methodism is eminently a 
social type of Christianity. Its power lies in its peculiarities. In- 
dividuals and churches thrive best by cultivating those points of 
character in which they are naturally strongest. There is scarcely any 
unwisdom equal to that of those advanced, and liberal Methodists 
who affirm that innovations are necessary in order to enable us to 
keep pace with the advancing spirit of the age. We especially call 
the attention of the Conference to the fact that in some sectioms the 
quarterly love-feast is occasionally omitted. This ought not so to be. 

We hope that we are not in error when we say that our style of 
family life is growing better. There seems to be an increase of 
parental authority and of filial reverence. It appears to be getting 
into the minds of our people that family religion is somewhat more 
than family prayers. Family prayefs are good. They must be kept 
up. Our "people who ignore them need to be “reproved, rebuked 
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And instructed with all longsuflFering and doctrine.” At the same 
time, let us insist that over and above all this there should be in 
every Methodist household such a spirit of love, of forbearance, »>f 
dignity, of consecration, as will make it a real church in minature. 
Happily those pernicious evils that result from lax construction of 
marriage vows are not prevalent among us ; and we glorify God 
that nowhere on the face of the earth can there be found a larger 
per centage of happy homes or a purer form of family life. 

The spirit of revival has been abroad among us. In every dis- 
trict, in almost every charge, sinners have been convicted, mourners 
converted, and the church built up in the faith of the gospel. This 
is the sure token that God is still with us. Herein we do rejoice, 
yea and wdll rejoice. As long as God so recognizes His word 
preached by us as to make it instrumental in the salvation of men, 
we shall go on with hope and courage. 

In view of all the foregoing facts, 

Hesolved, That we gratefully recognize the goodness of God to us 
during the past year, and that we pledge ourselves to renewed 
diligence and consecration in the work of building up the Church 
of Christ and saving the souls of men.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee, in discharging the trust committed to their 
hands by the Conference, submit for your consideration the follow- 
ing: 

From all the lights before us bearing on this question, we hesitate 
not to affirm, deliberately and in the fear of God, our belief that the 
bearings of the issues involved are not adequately appreciated even 
by intelligent Christian workers, to say nothing of rhe less informed. 

We verily believe intemperance to be the giant sin of the age, the 
great feeder of most of the pollution which flows through human 
society. A caterer to all that is worst in fallen humanity and an 
inveterate foe to the best interests of the race. Like the deadlv 
upas tree, it exhales on the moral atmosphere the blighting breath 
of ruin and death, affecting ail the institutions of society. A hydra- 
headed monster, the “beast with seven heads and ten horns,” it 
roams almost without let or hinderance, carrying pollution and de- 
struction to every avenue of life. A full revelation of its direful 
effects, seen in more than Protean shapes, would astound the ruling 
classes of society and rouse them to activities productive of a rev- 
olution unparalelled in the world’s history A revolution which 
would strike from our statute books all recognition of a traffic under 
the curse of God and the ban of good men, and enact laws and give 
birth to a public sentiment which would w rite down the rum traffic 
AS it truly is, robbery; and drunkenness a crime. 
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' But for blunted and depraved sensibilities and perceptions su- 
perinduced iby customs hoary with age, the reign of this monster 
■:i could not exist for a single day. The unhealthy state of public 

' ! sentiment on this subject, sentiment born of depraved appetites on 

the one hand and “the root of all evil,” sordid lust for gold on the 
/ other, makes its extirpation one of the most serious and diflScult 

problems presented by our morbid civilization. Keform at this 
point touches too many palates and pockets to be popular, for the 
name of the devotees of the rum god is legion, 
i': We recognize the fact that though temperance is not all of duty, it is- 

an essential part of religious life and character. The Church of God* 
if faithful to her trust, is under necessity to declare the whole coun- 
sel of God in this matter. It requires no ordinary courage and 
prudence to deal faithfully with intemperance, but she must speak 
out with no uncertain sound, and let her light flood the highways 
of life, until all humanity shall see the importance of wisdom’s 
prohibition — “touch not, taste not, handle not the unclean thing.” 
Let her “cry aloud and spare not,” until the masses are made ta 
move in their might against the iniquitous trafiic in liquors, 
n Let us not be deterred by the croaking of demagogues and their 

supple tools, that Christians must not take part in political affairs, 
but attend to religious matters. While we dare not carry our poll- 
I tics into our religion, we are bound, by our high calling, to carry 

j the sanctifying and elevating influence into every duty of life,. 

I whether domestic, social, political or moral, doiug all for the glory 

' 1 of Him who said. “Occupy till I come.” 

: Much of the official corruption, so much to be deplored, is doubtless 

1 : attributable to the failure of Christian men to make their influence 

1 i felt in a proper advocacy of men and measures free from the taint 

I ' of corruption. Let us look well to this matter in all its bearings. 

; ! On the question of Temperance, Methodists to the front. Down 

j j with the distilleries and saloons which beggar and blight the homes,. 

I ' : corrupt the morals, destroy the lives and damn the souls of millions. 

1 Let us resolve, 1st, to be more earnest and diligent in all the re- 

lations we sustain, in promoting healthier views and a more aggres- 
sive policy than now obtain. 

2d That we will, with increased diligence and courage, adminis- 
ter the discipline on this subject. 

.: 3d, That we will talk and preach and pray more, and especially 

circulate more healthy literature on this subject, and thus prepare 
our people for intelligent participation in a movement now happily 
' i inaugurated in several of our States, and which we trust will ero 

j i long sweep like a tidal w'ave throughout the land.

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SuLLiNS College — Located in the beautiful and growing town of 
Bristol, is still under the management of Rev. D. S. Hearon, in 
whom are combined all the elements for successful teaching. Each 
department is under the control of an experienced teacher. The 
facilities of the college have been enlarged by the creation of a de- 
partment of art. It is nowcj^plete in all its appointments, and 
prepared to do thorough w^frkTN. 

Funds to the amount off $2,500^ave been secured for the purpose 
of erecting an aditional bt^lding^demanded by the already large and 
increasing patronage of thescfinol. We bespeak a liberal patronage 
from 01 ir people. 

WEjf^ERWLLE College — Located at Weaverville, N. C., and valu- 
ed aM6,000,ns now the property of the church. The board of trus- 
tees mie yej/r ago made a tender of this valuable property to the 
Confehe»^ and the tender was accepted. The board, however, re- 
served the right to fill its own vacancies and to appoint the faculty. 
This renders its connection with the Conference unsatisfactory to 
all parties interested, and we therefore request the board to memor- 
ialize as soon as practicable the legislature of North Carolina, so to 
amend the charter as to place the school in more intimate relation- 
ship with the Conference. 

This school under the efficient presidency of the Rev. D. Atkins, 
assisted by an excellent corps of teachers, has already achieved 
gratifying success, and bids fair to become a potent agency in the 
cause of Christian education. It is important to Southern Method- 
ism — especially in Western North Carolina, that this school be sus- 
tained, and we would urge our people to give it a cordial and earnest 
support. 

People’s College — Located aCPikeville, Tenn., is the property 
of the church in fee simple. The building is a large and elegant 
brick structure, valued at $14,000, and is free of debt. Dormitories 
have been erected for tbe accommodation of such students as may 
wish to board themselves. 

This school has been under the control of our branch of the church 
since 1874. Its management in the main has been judicious, and has 
been attended with a large degree of success. The board of trustees 
have been fortunate in securing the services of Mr. C. C. Fisher, an 
alumni of Emory and Henry College, as the president of the insti- 
tution, and of Prof. J. M. Scott, A. B., and Misses Richardson, 
daughters of the Rev. F. Richaxdson, an honored member of this 
Conference, as teachers<4iTffhednferent departments. The enroll- 
ment so far is between »0 and 90/ with the prospect of a large in- 
crease in the near future^ ^ 

We rejoice in the prospenlyof this school, and commend it to the 
confidence and hearty support of our people. 

Asheville Female College — The Board of Education take 
pleasure in making favorable mention of this excellent institution. 
While not technically a church school it is in full sympathy with 
Southern Methodism, and is operated as efficiently in its interest as it 
well could be, were it more immediatel 5 rjindfi*Hlre-'«(mtrol of the 
church. Under the able and judicious nyf^genient of tun Rev. Jas. 
Atkins, together wtih his able f aculty ptf Aigiif. this school 

has won an enviable repu^^pHy^nidwilKcontimi^ to grpw in popu- 
larity and in patronage. hundred ano^thiefiJoipe^en enrolled 
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the present term, and the number will be largely increased. It is 
the purpose of the management to make this school second to none 
other similar institution in the South. r 

^We recommend the appointment of Brother Atkins to the presi- 
dency of the school. 

Proposed Centenary Female College — At Cleveland, Tenn. 
The Conference Board are glad to report to the Conference that the 
friends of Christian education in the town of Cleveland, Tenn., have 
projected a scheme looking to the founding and equipment of a 
Female School of high grade during this centenary year, to be call- 
ed Centenary Female College. 

They have secured a lot of six acres elegibly located within the 
corporate limits of the city. The building will cost from $15,000 to 
$18,000, of which $15,000 has been pledged. It is to have accommo- 
dations for 40 or 50 boarding pupils. Contract for brick work is al- 
ready let. They expect to have it completed and ready for opening 
by next September. The property is or will be secured to the 
church. We learn that Kev. J. A. Stubblefield has been appoint- 
ed their agent. 

We commend this new enterprise to the favor and liberal support 
of our people. 

District High Schools — The Board is gratified to learn that the 
Wytheville, Abingdon, Jonesboro, and Jeifersonvllle, Districts have 
High Schools. We would urge upon the presiding elders and pas- 
tors to encourage and promote among our people the building of 
high schools and academies whenever it is desirable or practicable. 
We must seek to educate our people. 

The Board desires to state for the information of the Conference 
that the Treasurer is J. W. Paulett, Esq., with office at Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

The Board of Education would offer the following resolution for 
your consideration, to wit : 

Besolved, That we recommend to the Boards of our male colleges 
the importance of inaugurating some feasible plans by which to create 
and establish a permanent fund ; the annual interest of which shall 
be loaned to those young men, whose purpose it is to prepare them- 
selves for, and devote their lives to the ministry of the M. E. Church, 
South ; and that we encourage all such young men to avail them- 
selves of the benefit of said fund, and when practicable to pursue a 
full and thorough course of theological study; provided, that those 
who contribute to this fund may elect which institution shall have 
the benefit thereof.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Board of Church Extension of the Holston Conference, M. E. 
Church, South, was organized in Asheville, N. C., in Oct. 1882, with 
the following officers; 

Frank Richardson, President; W. W. Pyott, Vice President; P. 
W. Earnest, Secretary; J. B. Hoyl, Treasurer. 

Managers.— J. M. Lyle, B. B. Lenoir, L. M. Pease, P. Galliger 
and James P. Kelley. 

A constitution was adopted for the government of the Board, in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Parent Board. 

The first regular meeting of the Board was held in Chattanooga, 
Tenn. on October 13t(i, 1883. Or. Morton, the Secretary of the 
Paretic Board was present and gave the Board much valuable infor- 
mation. 

The Board met again in Market Street Church, on Monday eve- 
ning, the 15th of Oct. 1883, at which time the anniversary meeting 
was held and the meeting addressed by Dr. Morton at the request of 

the Board. . , „ , ^ „ 

The collections reported from the various charges for the Confer- 
ence year 1882-3, amounted to $690.60. The collection taken at the 
anniversary meeting amounted to $49.05, making $739.65. Half of 
this amount was turned over to the Secretary of the Parent Board, 
leaving in the hands of J. B. Hoyl, Treasurer, $369.82.

The amount assessed on the Holston Conference for the year 1883-4 
was $2,504, which was distributed among the districts per capita. 

The next regular meeting of the Board was held in the M. E. 
Church, South, in Bristol, Tenn.. Oct. 25th, 1884. J. W. Paulett 
was elected iu the place of J. P. Kelley. 

The Treasurer made his report to the Board, which is presented 
herewith and made a part of this report.

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It is impossible to overestimate the power of the press for good or 
evil. The preachers can do much to create and foster a taste for 
sound, healthful and high toned literature — literature that will stim- 
ulate, kindle and quicken holy aspirations and develop a noble 
. Christian manhood. 

The books a people read are potent factors in determining their 
character socially, intellectually and morally. A ven^l press is 
flooding the land with a vicious, pestilential literature which is curs- 
ing and blighting the manhood and womanhood of the age to an ex- 
tent that is appalling. 

From the presses of 2few York city alone are issued every week 
more than 200,000 flashy books of fiction and not less than one mil- 
lion copies of licentious story papers, which abound in descriptions 
^ of fraud, betrayal, treachery, murder, &c. 

If we would counteract this dime novel iniquity which is crowding 
our prisons with boy criminals, we must pre-occupy the minds and 
hearts of the young people with noble Christian thought and senti* 
ment. 

The Nashville House has printed some excellent books during the 
year. Three works merit special mention: The “ Life of Bishop 
Paine,” “Studies in the Forty-days,” and the “ History of Method- 
ism.” 

The latter is a general history of Methodism from a Southern 
point of view, by one who is a master of thought and style; and 
marks an era in Southern Methodist literature. It should be in every 
Methodist family. 

Your Committee very much regret the publication, by order of the 
General Conference of 1878, of the abridged hymn book, which 
threatens to supplant and drive out our standard hymn book, the 
best collection of sacred songs in the English language. 

We hereby enter our protest against the continued publication of 
the small book, believing that it would be fatal to our incomparable 
old hymnology, so rich in Christian thought, sentiment and experi- 
ence. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate, our central organ, is a first- 
class family paper and eminently worthy of the continued patronage 
of our people. 

The Advocate of 3^[issions, and the Woman’s Missionary Advo- 
cate should be read by all our members, as they contain imporhint 
, information touching the triumphs of the Gospel in heathen lands. 

Our Sunday School Periodicals are steadily growing in excellence 
and popularity and are ably edited by two of our ti Olsten brethren, 
who are especially adapted to the work. No school in our Confer- 
ence should go to Chicago or anywhere else for literature, when a bet- 
ter article can be secured at home. 

The Southern Review is edited with ability and should be liberally 
patronized by preachers and laymen. 

The Holston Annual is invaluable as a current history of Hol- 
stod Methodism, and the editor. Brother J. R. Payne, who has a ge- 
nius for such work, deserves the gratitude and encouragement of 
every member of this Conference. He should have patronage suf- 
ficient to enable him to continue its publication without financial 
embarrassment. 
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Your Committee would re-affirm what former committees have 
said in reference to the necessity of the Holston Methodise, our home 
organ, as a medium of inter-communication between the preachers 
and the people. We are informed by the Company, that for the 
present, the paper will remain in Bristol — Mr. John Slack, Pub- 
lisher, Rev. R. N. Price, Editor, Mr. Thos. A. Lewis, Local Editor. 

The paper has a larger circulation than ever before, nearly two 
thousand, and the outlook was never more hopeful. 

We submit for your consideration and adoption the following res- 
olution : 

Resolved, That we will give special ^attention to the circulation of 
our books and periodicals and that we will endeavor to increase the 
circulation of the Holston Methodist to .3000. so that the Company 
will be able to pay oflF its indebtedness and publish a first-class re- 
ligious journal.

DISTRICT COKFEREKCE RECORDS. 

Your committee on District Conference Records report, that they 
see and admire the wisdom of the General Conference, in requiring 
by law, the records of the District Conferences to pass under an 
annual review. 

All the records of the District Conferences of 1884, that have 
come before the committee show marked and decided improvement. 

The record of the Jonesboro District Conference approximates 
nearest the standard of excellence. She comes up with a new book 
and in a clear, neat, and legible hand, the doings of the conference 
in good style and in good taste, are spread upon its pages. 

It is a pity however that the recording secretary did not use pure 
black ink instead of copying ink. Occasional inaccuracies occur in 
punctuation and orthography. On page 7, 15th line from the top, 
P. C., is omitted after the name of Rev. E. W. Moore. 

The records of the Morristown District are well arranged and in 
good style, but- the headings. are imperfect, and the ink used most 
assuredly gives the reader a dim vision of its doings. W. R. Bar- 
nett si^ns the minutes as secretary, but by what authority, or who 
gave him that authority, we cannot tell, as the record does not show 
the election of a secretary. 

The records of the Asheville District Conference give roll of 
members full and complete, but does not show that the roll was ever 
called. Who was present at roll call, if the roll was called, or who 
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was absent? No man knoweth or ever will know from the record. 
The record does not show who opened or organized the Conference, 
nor does it show that there was a presiding officer present until the 
morning session of the second day. 

If they wanted to adjourn they adjourned by the benediction, and 
if they wanted to meet, they met pursuant to adjournment, and afcer 
religious services proceeded to business. The heading is deficient 
and the book is not neatly kept. 

The records of the Knoxville District Conference have no head- 
lines or dates to its pages. At the bottom of the 347th page there is 
an unnecessary foot note. 

The chairman of the Conference did not sign the minutes as re- 
corded, but his name is written by the recording secretary. 

' The records of the Wytheville District Conference are deficient in 
that they show on 12th page, 3d dine from the bottom that in one 
charge there are 20 or 30 Holston Methodists and 10 or 12 Nashville 
Christian Advocates taken. There is but one Holston Methodist, 
and we have never seen or herad of but one Nashville Christian Ad- 
vocate. The dates are not written on the tops of the pages, and the 
, jecords, as recorded, are not signed by the president of the Confer- 
ence, but written by th^reeording secretary. 

The records of the Chattanooga, the Sequatchie, the Franklin, the 
-Jefiersonville, and the Abingdon District Conferences were not be- 
fore the committe.
